Their missionaries 
in India were Nving under the secure 
protection of the British flag continually, 
but the moment thelr misslonartes In China 
feft the British gunboat or ‘consulate, and 
went {nto the interior, they went. with 
their lives in thelr hands—which is in 
plain English a glaring and deliberate 
falsehood. They went to a people who 
were not prepared to recelve them In a 
friendly spirit, and Jooked upon them qith 
suspicion, which, the Lief Telegraph 
has no hesitation In saylng, the Chinese 
are perfectly justified in doing, from an' 

point of view on which sensible and falr 
‘argument can be based.. 

According to Dr. Watson, there Ure at 
the present time two hundred medical 
missionaries in China, This: may be 
absolutely veracious, and we have no 
desire to under-rate the valuable services 
rendered by . these self-denying men 
in ‘a country which does “not want 
them, amongst a people who regard 
them as barbarians; but we do say that 
their self-sacrifices, thelr aervicea, and all 
the rest of it, would do more good and be 
far more appreciated In the purlieus of 
Whitechapel and Seven Dials than in the 
still unsurveyed and practically unknown 
interior of the Middle Kingdom. 

Dr. J. R. Watson told the Newcastle 
angels of goodness, virtue, truth, and 
philanthropy, that In’ his district last 
year ten thousand people came to him 
for consolation and’'a return ticket 
to—well, to the Mount Austin Hotel. The 
missionaries didn’t go to the people (not 
much !); the-Chinese godly ones went tq 
the missionaries. But Dr. J. R. Watson 
omitted: to mention, mere forgetfulness 
no doubt, what he did with those ten 
thousand male and female Celestials who 
‘came to him!’ | Did he convert the 
crowd, or did they convert him? As 
the reverend Doctor is on.a holiday we 
shall have to wait for his return before: 


-that important. question can be decided. 


Wonders will never cease, even In the 
ranks of the ‘the chosen.’ “In one breath 
the Rey, Watson says that the missionary 
in China carries his- life in his hand as 
soon ashe leaves the Treaty ports and 
the protection of British gunboats, and In| 
the next he unctuously chucks it off his 
chest that the Chinese are the most 
courteous people on the face of the earth!
